ABC's of Travel

As this year began, worried 
air travelers were turning to 
travel agents for assistance in 
the midst of the fuel crisis. In 
addition, more business firms 
are seeking out retail agencies 
to handle their accounts and the 
volume of commercial traffic 
booked by the agency is 
growing significantly. 

It is still a challenge, for' 
many of the workaday prob- 
lems occasionally make a life 
inside an agency frustrating; 
but then there are those 
moments which make it 
rewarding. 




Agency work is unique in that 
even the most experienced 
people are constantly involved 
in a process of re-education, 
The details change frequently 
(albeit sometimes too frequent- 
ly) and as the agent for. airlines, 
steamship lines, trains, and 
tour operators; the retailer is a 
constant gatherer and inter- 
preter of information.
